Scearce also reported requests 
from department heads for 
limited deferment of retirement 
of 271 other employes more than 
70 years old. The purpose of de- 
ferments, from one to three 
months, is so that all the ap- 
proximately 300 experienced em- 
ployes over 70 do not leave their 
jobs at the same time. 
Among the individuals request- 
ing immediate retirement was 
Henry Ochs, who for many years 
has been in charge of the city 
greenhouses and the Jewel Box 
in Forest Park. Park Commis- 
sioner Palmer B. Baumes retired 
last week. 


The pension plan for all city 
employes, except police and 
firemen, was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen last month. 
In general, the plan provides that 
employes with 30 years service, 
who retire at age 65, will re- 
ceive, with Social Security bene- 
fits, about 50 per cent of the 
average of the five highest paid 
years of their last 10 years’ serv- 
ice, The cost to the city will 
be about $1,200,000 a year. 
Retirement is optional at age 
65, and will be mandatory at age 
70 after April 1962. Employes 
contribute 2 per cent of the first 
$4800 of their annual salary and} 4, 
5 per. cent of the excess above 
that figure.

SUMMER SCHOOLS 


6-Director Districts May 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson 
City Correspondent, 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 5~— 
Summer schools may be operat- 
ed in St, Louis county school dis- 
tricts by entities other than the 
school board, Missouri Attorney 


General John M. Dalton said to- 
day. 


Dalton said six-director school 
districts, such as those in St. 
Louis county and in most of the 
state, may permit individuals, 
unincorporated associations or 
not-for-profit corporations to 
operate summer school pro- 
grams, 

The opinion confirmed that of 
attorneys for several St. Louis 
county school districts, who had 
held that school boards could 
give private, non-profit corpora- 
tions authority to conduct sum- 
mer school programs in the dis- 
tricts’ buildings with the dis- 
tricts’ personnel. 

Circumvents Legal Bar. 

This device, they said, would 
circumvent the legal obstacle 
raised by Dalton in an opinion 
last November. In that opinion, 
Dalton held that school boards 
could not conduct summer 
schools because they would be 
extending the school year beyond 
the 10 months prescribed by law. 
On the basis of their lawyers’ 
views, at least eight school 
districts — Clayton, Normandy, 
Ferguson - Florissant, University 
City, Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wood, Affton and Maplewood- 
Richmond Heights—went ahead 
with plans to have summer 
schools this year. 

However, the attorneys asked 
Prosecuting Attorney Norman 
Anderson to seek an opinion 
from Dalton to corroborate their 
view.

Any discussion of religion in 
the presidential campaign should 
be confined to specific public 
issues, Paul Blanshard, author 
and lecturer, said last night. A 
presidential candidate’s own re 
ligious faith is irrelevant, he 
said. 

Blanshard, author of the con- 
troversial “American Freedom 
and Catholic Power,”’ addressed 
the first meeting of a public 
forum lecture series at the First 
Unitarian Church, 3015 Water- 
man boulevard. 

It is important that religious 
questions, when they do affect 
public policy, be thoroughly dis- 
cussed, He said. 

Remarking on the campaign of 
Senator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, 
Blanshard said there are six 
points on which the public 
should question a Catholic can- 
didate closely. 

He. listed them as abolition of 
divorce and birth control, gov- 
ernmental support of private 
schools, censorship, discrimina- 
tion against religious groups and 
the “formal boycott” of public 
schools. 

Blanshard said Kennedy must 
receive ‘“‘all credit due him” for 
his stand in opposition to some 
policies of the Catholic Church, 
particularly on the question of 
public support for parochial edu- 
cation. 

The Senator drew severe criti- 
cism in some sections of the 
Catholic press for his flat dec- 
laration that a grant of public 
funds for parochial education is 
unconstitutional, he said.

* The general public does not real- 
“ize the low standard of wages of- 
“fered professional players of fine 
“tnusic in St. Louis. The average 

“player in the St. Louis Symphony 

rchestra (or 65 of the total 87) 
~ gets a bare subsistence pay of $105 
‘per week for a 25-week season, or a 
per annum salary of $2625. 
ae oe particularly regrettable 
swhen considered in light of the fact 
‘that the education of a professional 
musician of symphony caliber is 
comparable in time and cost to that 
of a doctor or lawyer. Is this quite 
fair?

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Key to a Test Ban 


A fairly useful rule of thumb‘ can be ap 
plied to disarmament talks. It is this: when- 
ever the Russians demand abandonment of 
overseas bases by the United Statés, they are 
making propaganda or stalling for time. The 
Russians know as well as anybody that the 
problem of overseas bases will disappear if 
and when a disarmament treaty is agreed to. 
When they now make the abandonment of 
American bases the condition of any agree- 
ment to bar nuclear-armed space vehicles, 
they must be construed as simply rejecting 
the American proposal to tackle that prob- 
lem without delay. 

So, as the Geneva disarmament talks enter 
their fourth week, not much hope of early 
achievement there can be entertained. From 
the beginning it has seemed unlikely that 
these talks could prove fruitful prior to the 
summit conference in May. But this only 
emphasizes with all the more urgency the 
crucial nature of the parallel—and much 
older—negotiations on nuclear testing. 

ad * * 

Secretary Herter says the Eisenhower-Mac- 
millan testing proposals of last week have 
brought East and West “within reach of an 
agreement which couJd well be a _ historic 
turning point in the quest for agreed arms 
control measures.” There is no question that 
a testing treaty could be a historic turning 
point; for if international inspection and con- 
trol can be established for nuclear tests they 
can the more easily be applied to broader 
measures of disarmament later. And if such 
a key pact is “within reach,” it behooves all 
concerned to put more than ordinary energy 
into the final push for agreement. 

Senator Kennedy has now joined Senator 
Humphrey in unreservedly backing the Eisen- 
hower-Macmillan proposal. He has informed 
the President that if: he should be elected he 
would continue any moratorium on small un- 
derground tests that the President had agreed 
to. Senators Symington and Lyndon Johnson 
have given somewhat more guarded indica- 
tions that they, too, would honor an Eisen- 
hower commitment. Vice President Nixon 
says there is “no question” about his doing so. 
The President should be reassured that he 
can if necessary accept a moratorium extend- 
ing beyond next Jan. 20, when his term ends. 

* * . 


Executive agreements of one kind or an- 
other are signed at the White House every 
week, and it has never been suggested before 
that in a President’ s last year all such agree- 
ments miust “terminate with his. tenure in 
office. Why apply to a nuclear moratorium 
a doctrine that nobody would think of apply- 
ing to trade agreements, reorganization orders 
or many other kinds of Executive acts that 
bind the United States Government beyond 
the presidential term? 

There is some suggestion in Geneva dis- 
patches that Messrs. Eisenhower and Mac- 
millan favor a moratorium of about.a year, 
and that they are deliberately being vague 
about its duration until some other aspects of 
a test-ban agreement are cleared up—notably 
the details of the inspection system to cover 
above-ground blasts. This would be a per- 
fectly sound negotiating position. -But if it 
is to aid rather than hamper negotiation, it 
must be backed by flexibility of decision. 

The West must be free to accept a two-year 
moratorium, ‘say, if that proves a necessary 
quid for the quo of a satisfactory inspection 
system. And certainly a two-year moratorium 
would be a-small price to pay for the “his- 
toric turning point” Secretary Hertef talks 
about. .-We trust that Mr. Herter will per- 
suade the President that this Administration 
does have the authority to sign a moratorium 
beyond next Jan. 20. 


Economy That Costs More 


Atomic power plants for remote military 
bases are opposed: by the Bureau of the 
Budget because their initial cost would be 
higher than that-of conventional power plants, 
although lower operating costs would effect 
net savings. So report Senator Anderson of 
New Mexico, chairman of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee, and Representa- 
tive Holifield of California, chairman. of the 
committee’s subcommittee on legislation. 

Is this not plainly, a wasteful poliey dis- 
guised as economy? A policy that costs more 
in the long run to avoid some increased in- 
vestment in the short run? Small atomic 
generating plants at distant bases to which 
fuel now has to be supplied by air would not 
only save money but also increase this coun- 
try’s expertness in atomic power production,

Mr. K. Exudes Good Will 


Russian Premier Khrushchev was at his best 
as a good will ambassador in France. Re- 
ceived with less than wide open arms, he met 
coolness with dignified warmth. On Satur- 


day, the last day of his visit, he was on the . 


Eurovision TV network and a Communist 
hook-up from 5:30 to 8:23 p.m. with thé ex- 
ception of half an hour. (It seems a Johnny 


Weismuller jungle show simply could not be | 
kept off the air.) In answering questions, he . 
was unfailingly serious and cordial. Surely ~ 


this must not be dismissed as an exercise 
in Machiavellianism. 

True, the communique issued by President 
De Gaulle and his guest was rather empty, 
except for the platitude that “better mutual 
understanding would contribute to diminish- 
ing of international tension.” But De Gaulle 
likes specific commitments even less than 
most statesmen do. Khrushchev’s most sig- 
nificant statement was made in the TV inter- 
view when he said of a possible separate peace 
treaty with East Germany: 


If we fail to make our allies understand 
and if we are forced to sign a peace treaty, 
that would be undesirable. . . . When the 
treaty is signed, it must be understood that 
the (East) German Democratic Republic will 
have sovereign rights and . . . all rights of 
the occupying powers will lose their validity. 


This was a toned-down version of his Berlin 
“ultimatum,” and its implications are flatly 
rejected by the Western powers. Khrushchev, 
however, followed up with the assertion that 
disarmament “is the most important problem 
of our era,” and that if progress is made at 
the May summit conference on this subject, 
he would be glad to postpone discussion of a 
German ¢ettlemént to a later meeting of the 
Big Four leaders. This suggests that he may 
be exploiting Communism’s strong position— 
based on the truism that possession of East 
Germany is nine points of the law—to gain 
an agreement especially on nuclear weapons. 
If the German question can be shelved in

Arthur and Kathryn Murray, who from

their St. Louis franchise, are under a heavy 
moral obligation to put an end to the sheep- 
shearing operation being run here under their 
names. Ray Quinlan is similarly obligated to 
the extent that the jury’s findings apply to 
his. studio. 
- The Murrays and Quinlan surely ought to 
see to it that these elderly widows and other 
“students” who have been talked out of their 
life savings by instructor-salesmen should get 
their money back. If these two studios expect 
to regain even a shred of public confidence, 
they will have to start by making restitution 
to those the jury described as the “dance- 
studio victims.” 

The studios ought to move at once to carry 
out the jury’s recommendations with respect 
to the contracts they write for lessons; to 
draft and to live up to a code of ethics, and 
to pay their instructors a fair wage instead 
of straight commission. 

We agree with the jury’s recommendations 
for amendments of the municipal dance hall 
ordinance. These would require that studios 
post a full schedule of prices in large letter- 
ing in the main ballroom and elsewhere, and 
that all contracts for dance lessons be in 
writing. 

The jury and Circuit Attorney Eagleton are 
to be commended for the thoroughness of 
their investigation into this messy business. 
We hope the next jury will see what correc- 
tive action, if any, has been taken by the 
Murrays and Quinlan. The people will want 
to know. 


Father Dowling 


The Rev. Edward Dowling, S.J., was a kindly 
man who never allowed kindliness to keep 
him from speaking his mind. He made friends 
wherever he went, especially among news- 
paper people.

Inviting Disaster 


The Union of South Africa’s racial problem 
will not be brought closer to a solution—if 
indeed it can be solved at all—by the whole- 
sale clubbing of Negroes such as occurred in 
the Capetown area. No doubt the orders to 
the police and troops were given as a means 
of serving notice the whites will not retreat 
an inch from their segregation policy, as well 
as to effect the immediate objective of break- 
But what can 
be the final outcome of tactics like this in a 
country where blacks outnumber whites by 
more than three to one? 


One answer is suggested by a remarkable 
article in the Dutch-dialect Sunday newspaper 
Dagbreek, which is controlled by a trust of 
which Prime Minister Verwoerd is chairman, 
This analysis said in part: 


“All elements are present for the develop- 


ment not only of a crisis but-of a national 


-catastrophe. We can put it out of our minds 
to suppress this awakening by violence. . . . 
We shall have to make room for the political 
awakening of the black man. Pressure has ac- 

‘cumulated on which no damper will stay put 


_ in the long run. We have come to the point 


whence we shall have to take a great and 
dramatic stride into history—to separate de- 
velopment or to integration.” 

Prime Minister Verwoerd’s government has 
given no sign that it intends to make room for 
the Negro, and it describes as “hypocrisy” 


the United Nations Security Council resolu- . 


tion calling for abandonment of apartheid. 
But the editor of Dagbreek noted that the 
resolution had transformed an international 
critical attitude toward South Africa “into a 
world-wide enmity.” 


The resolution supports and encourages 


- Negro nationalists, extremists as well as mod- 


erates. The more the whites intimidate the 
moderates the more likely it is that the lead- 
ership of the Negroes will fall to younger 
and lawless elements. Such a cycle can end 
only in more violence. 


The Afrikaners obviously believe they can, 
and must, rule by force. Perhaps they can, 
for a week or a year. But in the long run it 
is fanciful to believe that clubs, bullets and 
shortsightedness can win out. Some compro- 
mise must be reached if the national catastro- 
phe mentioned by Dagbreek is to be avoided. 
The time to begin was yesterday, but it may 
not be too late. U.N. Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold has been instructed to consult with 
South African officials; if he can find the 
beginning of an answer he will indeed have 
mérited the world’s gratitude.

To a Stevenson enthusiast feeling 
angry about wasted talent and political 
absurdity, the most questionable part 
of the Truman dictum is its uncon- 
scious assumption that the electorate 
in 1960 will be exactly the same elec- 
torate that voted in 1956. 

Maybe it will. Maybe (to transpose 
the Marxists a bit) opiate is the re- 
ligion of the massés. 

But the point is arguable. 

There is as sound a basis for assum- 
ing that the voters of 1960 will be a 
little chastened, a little different in 
taste and inclination, a little altered 
in their view of the presidency, as 
there is for assuming that nothing can 
change them. And if they are at all 
changed—if events have got through 
to them at all—then Stevenson has the 
advantage of fame, which is more than 
can be said for Mr. Truman’s reported 
choice among The Curates.

ous government—have any room in 
which to maneuver? Is there any way 
of coping with the ‘‘He-can’t-win” 
stereotype? One possible way might

Mr. Eisenhower said that a few 
years ago he would have known ex- 
actly what to say. Some weéks earlier 
he had said he “‘would not even think” 
of internationalizing the canal. But as 
to the flag question he indicated that’ 
it is an involved and sensitive subject 
on which he haS made no decision. 

This will do for the present. But as 
time moves along the nation is going 
to have to come to some conclusions 
both as to permitting an expression of 
Panamanian sovereignty and as to

Could the current thinking 
of many liberals about the presidency 
be roughly paraphrased, the para- 
phrase might go as follow: ‘God 
knows, I want a mature and compe- 
tent and experienced man in the White 
House, but look at all those light- 
minded fellows down the street.

How, after all, are climates of opin- 
ion created? Not just by the nomi- 
nated candidate himself — obediently 
going through the fertility rites pre- 
scribed by Madison avenue. Climates 
of opinion are also created by people 
stubbornly expressing feelings they 
have never had any reason to abandon. 
Feelings, in fact, which they have seen 
increasingly justified by the turn of 
events. 

By whom are climates of opinion 
created? Sometimes they are created 
by people. with self-confidence and 
faith in théir.own judgment. By Harry 
Trumafi himself, for instance, in 1948. 

In 1960, who has more right to self- 
confidence and faith in their own judg- 
ment than the people who have never 
ceased to admire Adlai Stevenson?

CONSUMER BUYING 


UPASEASTER NEARS = 


NEW YORK, April 5 (AP)— 
Easter business is making a 
brisk comeback in most areas 
after being walloped by a siege 
of bad weather. In some areas, 
however, merchants find sales 
falling behind the 1959 season. 

A warming spring brought 
buyers into stores at a rate 
which promises record volume. 
However, in some cities store- 
keepers felt that the long-lasting 
winter had nipped the normal 
buying impulse and that sales 
would never reach last year’s 
fine. figures. 


An Associated Press survey of 


17 major cities indicated today 
that optimism is growing after 
a generally dismal outlook 
brought on by a plague of snow 
and ice. ‘ 

Later Easter Helps. 

Most business men said the 
calendar had rescued them from 
a debacle. With Easter falling 
on April 17, they had three later 
shopping weeks than last year. 

Are buyers holding back be- 
cause of recession fears or be- 
cause of the stock market de- 
cline? 

No, said most of the mer- 
chants surveyed, Weather was 
the villain. 

In New York, Macy’s reported 
sales spurted ahead of last year’s 
record volume as spring weather 
arrived. James F. O’Grady, 
manager of the 56-store Bergen 
Mall shopping center in Para- 
mus, N.J., said: ‘Most of- our 
stores exceeded the 1959 Palm 
Saturday sales figure as early 
as March 19, a full three weeks 
before the date which is tradi- 
tionally the top retail sales day 
of the Easter season.”’ A Cleve- 
land department store executive 
predicted considerably better 
business than last year, adding: 
“I’m starting to feel much more 
optimistic, especially when I can 
look out and see the sun melting 
a foot and a half of snow.” 

Outlook in Chicago. 

Chicago merchants are looking 
for a bigger volume than last 
year because of the late-falling 
Easter. “The first mild days, 
Easter business will pop with a 
big bang,’”’ said James O’Brien, 
manager of Carson Pirie Scott & 
Co. In Atlanta, where early buy- 
ing was knocked out by the worst 
ice storm in 74 years, merchants 
expressed confidence that sales 
may equal or slightly exceed 
1959. Denver stores found buy- 
ers ready to pay more for qual- 
ity and prestige goods. As a re- 
sult, they expect a record season. 
An early lag in sales was en- 
countered in Dallas, but mer- 
chants now say they are opti- 
mistic.

Plumbers, Burbank said that en- 
forcement should especially be 
stressed in the installation of 
proper plumbing facilities. The 
three-day meeting at the Shera- 
ton-Jefferson Hotel will end to- 
morrow. 


Burbank urged also the licens- 
ing of those who install plumbing 
facilities. Without such protec- 
tion, he said, “‘we shall slip to 
the very low level of 1933 when 
one faulty plumbing installation 
in Chicago caused 98 deaths 
from amoebic dysentery.” 

Most of the recent urban out- 
breaks of typhoid and dysentery 
have been caused by contamina- 
tion of water after it had passed 
through the purification process, 
he asserted. 

Joseph T. Sheehan, president 
of the association, warned of a 
growing shortage of water in this 
country and urged plumbers and 
the public to join in conserving 
water. 

“Few realize that a slow drip 
from a faucet will waste 15 gal- 
lons of water a day,” he said. 
He noted that the plumbing in- 
dustry had designed flow control 
valves that help prevent leakage 
and excessive flow of water. 

Jack Spillers of Jefferson City, 
first vice president of the asso- 
ciation, told of a “quiet revolu- 
tion” taking place recently in 
the planning of bathrooms. 


The new plan, which stresses 
greater privacy, calls for the 
creation of separate dressing 
areas with lavatories and toilets 
for husband and wife, he said. 
Each area is equipped with a 
clothes closet, he added. 

In an address prepared for 
today’s session, Harry L. Stevens 
of Hutchinson, Kan., a director 
of the National Association of 
Plumbing Contractors, listed sev- 
eral advances in the plumbing 
industry. 

These developments include 
single-handle faucets for sinks, 
off-the-floor water closets, vanity- 
type built-in lavatories with cab- 
inets underneath, one-piece toi- 
lets and interchangeable units in 
all-brass fittings.

That was well above half of 
Soviet exports of equipment for 
complete industrial plants to all 
countries for that four-year pe- 
riod. The grand total was 4,952,- 
600,000 rubles, 

The Russians exported such 
equipment valued at. $175,125,000 
to Poland, $51,825,000 to Bul- 
garia, $38,625,000 to Romania, 
$11,775,000 to Czechoslovakia, 
$9,175,000 to Hungary and $1,725,- 
000 to the Egyptian region of the 
United Arab Republic. 


The exports to Egypt rose 
steeply from negligible in 1955 to 
$25,000 in 1956, $475,000 in 1957 
and $1,225,000 in 1958. To East 
Germany, they were $1,150,000 
in 1956, $1,250,000 in 1957 and 
negligible the other two years. 

The yearbook is rare among 
U.N. statistical publications in 
that it gives a picture of trade 
relations within the Communist 
world. 

Within that sphere, it showed 
Communist China to be the So- 
viet Union’s leading customer 
for petroleum products and the 
Soviet Union’s chief supplier of 
minerals, wool, meat, vegetable 
oils, raw tobacco and clothing. 

It brought out that in 1958, the 
latest year covered, the Soviet 
Union had an unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade with Communist 
China—that is, it did not sell it 
enough to pay for what it bought 
from China, The Soviet Union 
also had unfavorable balances 
with Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany—but favor- 
able balances with Hungary, 
North Korea, Outer Mongolia, 
Poland and Romania. 

In 1957, the Soviet Union's 
trade balance with the whole 
world was favorable. But in 
1958, it turned unfavorable, part- 
ly because of bigger imports of 
such consumer goods as food 
and clothing.

After I scrubbed out the barbecue I went down and 
bought a dollar’s worth of gravel. A bed of gravel is needed 
to make the coals burn better. 

Many people do not know where to get a dollar’s worth 
of gravel. But I do. You get it at a pet store. You say: 

“Give me a dollar’s worth of gravel for my canary.” 
I bought $1.69 worth of charcoal from the hardware store. 


I laid the bird gravel in the newly scoured bat- 
becue—our barbecue is just a big round pan on three 
legs.

When it died down, the twigs were still there. I felt 
them.

I got out a can of fire-starter. It is fluid. You 
squirt it out of the can. I hate to do this because 
it is like cheating. I remember in my Boy Scout 
book where it quoted a wise Indian: 

“Paleface build heap big fire, no can get close. 
Injun build little fire, get heap close, keep heap warm. 
Ugh!” 

What a heap big fire! I could not get within 20 
feet of it and yet I was heap warm. 


The fire-starter burned off. I felt the charcoal. It was 
not even room temperature. 

I murmured some of the words we use in these rites,

Hearing Ditticulties 


I SERIOUSLY DOUBT whether enough. is being said and 
written about hearing difficulties. Because the fact is that 
some wonderful things are going on these days. 

When I was young, there was relatively little that could 
be done for the person having impaired hearing. Over the 
last 25 years or so, hearing aids have improved amazingly. 
It was just a little over 10 years ago that the transistor was 
invented. Since then it has been possible to put much stronger 
hearing aids with tiny but longer lasting batteries into much 
less space. 

Likewise over the last decade (and indeed in the last few 
years) techniques for surgery in the ear have made tremend- 
ous progress. The stapes mobilization (stapes is pronounced 
stay-peas) is an operation involving one of a series of three 
small bones, linked together, which carry sound from the 
eardrum to the inner ear. 

For if the stapes (also known as the “‘stirrup’’) no longer 
moves properly, obviously it cannot conduct sound vibrations 
efficiently, and the hearing suffers as a result. The stapes 
operation is designed to restore free motion of the tiny bone, 

Fenestration—cutting a “window” in the bony 
labyrinth of the inner ear, to permit better transmis- 
sion of sound—is another useful operation. And there 
are an increasing number of other techniques being 
put to good use. 

Now there are several things to keep in mind:

Tomorrow night, as guests leave the gridiron, hum- 
ming “Queens Are Wild,” the lyrics will be by Elinor 
Ohrn, the music again by Helen Prange, who has written 
her thirteenth original for the biggest amateur show in 
town, Each year for the six weeks preceding the show, 
she also works as its rehearsal pianist, pounding out the 
beat and changing keys for women. who sing “no, not in 
that key—no, not that one either—somewhere between the 
two.” * 


Perhaps the most remarkable thing about Helen’s talent 
is the way everyone takes it for granted. The other day I 
sat at Helen’s desk at Jaccard’s jewelry store where she’s 
advertising manager and learned just how substantial her 
musical background is. 

To begin with, she came from a musical family. Her 
older brother, Harold, played violin, later good jazz piano. 
Her sister, Lorene, now Mrs, Herbert Kolkmeyer, was con- 
tralto soloist at the Church of the Ascension for 20 years, 
and is married to the organist at Centenary Methodist Church. 
Younger brother, Fred, studied banjo, her father played 
guitar, her mother, the mandolin. 

“And in the days before radio, we really had fun—or at 
least made a lot of noise with our family orchestra,” Helen 
Bays. 

She began studying at age 9.and continued until 30, mostly 
with Eleanor Uljee, who made her debut with the St. Louis 
Symphony. Helen hoped to become a concert pianist but 
when she was 18 her father died and she went to work. At 
Selle Jewelry Co. she started as “the girl in the office,” 
eventually became advertising manager and in recent years 
moved over to Jaccard’s. 


In 1932 she joined the Women’s Ad Club and was the 
“orchestra” for its first gridiron in 1935. For the second 
show she became a comedienne and many still remember 
her skit on ‘What the tired business woman does before 
she goes to bed,” from denning her chin strap to soaking 
her feet. A tall blonde with a crackly voice that makes you 
laugh at whatever she says, Helen was a star of the show 
for many years. In 1945, Bea Adams said to her, “We're 
going to have an original song this year and you’re going 
to write it,” The song was, “Bumped By ODT,” which 
Dorothy Ward sang. Since then she’s done an original al- 
most every year, and loves it. 


“It’s thrilling to get lyrics and try to match their mean- 
ing in tone and rhythm and enthusiasm with a music pattern,” 
she says. She works out a one note lead melody which she 
calls the “formula.” Adding the harmonic structure is ‘‘like 
working out a mathematical problem.” Whenever she hears 
someone ‘‘wrote a song in five minutes,” she’s highly skep- 
tical. ; ' 

Helen and I worked out one song (“Fasten Your Seat 
Belts,” in 1957) over the telephone and it was much fun. That 
one was put on a record and got quite a radio and TV play 
around town. But our favorite is still, “Everything Comes Out 
In the Springtime.” Ostar Hammerstein couldn’t be prouder 
of “‘Oklahoma!”’

THE BIGGEST three little 
words in the import business 
are “‘Made in Japan,” but East 
does not meet West without a 
Strain. By trial and error, by 
headache and by aspirin, Robert 
J. Lipsitz of St. Louis has put to- 
gether a set of ground rules for 
an American doing business in 
Japan. 

During the past five and a half 
years Lipsitz has made 10 trips 
to Japan and has totaled about

15 months there. He has become 


Orientally passive to business 
conferences that won’t get down 
to business. He has developed 
a professional code-expert’s fond- 
ness for Japanese imitations of 
business letters written in Eng- 
lish. He has developed patience. 
He has developed profits. Pa- 
tience and profits seem to be 
made together, in Japan. 

Lipsitz estimates that he spoke 
12 words of Japanese on his first 
trip and maintains that on his 
tenth trip his Japanese vocabu- 
lary amounted to the same 12 
words, slightly rusted. His atti- 
tude is that a man can go to 
Japan to learn the language or 
to do business, but life is too 
short to do both. 

A great many Japanese speak 
Englfsh and a great many pther 
Japanese business men do not. 
Lipsitz and his first contacts 
among Japanese manufacturers 
met on equal terms, Neither 
understood a word the other was 
saying. Lipsitz had braced him- 
self to speak through a third 
party, but he was not prepared 
for the Japanese improvement on 
the language barrier. He was 
not prepared for the Interpreter 
Barrier. 

A Japanese interpreter is not 
satisfied with the normal con- 
fusion going op around him in 
two languages, according to the 
Lipsitz studies of the situation. 
Some strong inner call obliges a 
Japanese interpreter to make im- 
provements upon the message 
entrusted to his care. 

If the interpreter does not like 
the content of a sentence he will 
blithely turn it upside down, 
shake out the matter that of- 
fends him, and substitute some- 
thing that pleases him better. 

“The interpreter,” says Lip- 
sitz, “thinks he is the president 
of both companies.” 

By persisting, an American 
and a Japanese business man 
can wear down their interpreter 
and proceed to business, over his 
knocked - out imagination. The 
bad days, Lipsitz, contends, the 
days that defy even an interpre- 
ter’s free gifts, occur when the 
American business man tries to 
unload a shipment of questions 
the Japanese business man does 
not want to answer. The Japa- 
nese business man sits silently 
in the manner of a man deep in 
private devotions and desiring 


not to be disturbed. . 


The American business man 
waits patiently and then will 
place the question again, assum- 
ing that somehow his question got 
lost in the interpreter’s madness 
or, if the Japanese speaks Eng- 
lish, that he is merely having a 
bad day and has become fog- 
bound. This happens to all busi- 
ness men. 

The silence continues. By the 
third or fourth time the Ameri- 
can business man, if he was 
smart enough to find his way to 
Japan by himself, has interpre- 
ted the silence to mean, ‘Next 
question, please. You're draw- 
ing a blank with that one.” The

“T have tried coming back to 
such a question,” Lipsitz said, 
“thinking I was cleverly reword- 
ing a request for the same in- 
formation. In return I have re- 
ceived a question that had noth- 
ing to do with the point I was 
trying to determine. That means 
the same thing as silence: Bring 
up another subject.” 

Lipsitz is a good American 
business man to have abroad, 
a man with an observant and ap- 
preciative eye. He has been 
amused. by some Japanese busi- 
ness procedures but he never 
has felt obliged to consider him- 
self in a backward land. 

“The Japanese became very 
leery of United States business 
men after a few American filling 
station owners passed them- 
selves off as the biggest dry- 
goods dealers in the world,’’ Lip- 
sitz said. ‘‘Japanese manufac- 
turers were led down a one-way 
street by many a United States 
business man. I resolved I 


wouldn’t make that mistake. I 


want to do business with the 
Japanese a long time so I made 
certain I could do 100 per cent 
what I promised them. I even 
went so far as to underestimate 
what I could do, maybe prom- 
ising them 80 per cent of what 
I was certain I could order. 
Then when the other 20 per cent 


was certain, they were pleasant- 


surprised and the confidence 


became mutual.” 


He is president of Kalimar, 


Inc., an export-import firm doing 


a world-wide business in goods 
manufactured in Germany and 
Japan. His brother, Abe Lipsitz, 
handles the travel assignments 
to Europe but is willing to change 
direction any time and go to 
Japan. The Lipsitz brothers di- 
rect their businesses from a 
building at 4916 Shaw avenue. 
The entry door is labeled Arel, 
Inc., the name of a second and 
separate firm in the family that 
serves as a distributing agency 
for Kalimar. 
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gone there to deal in the egg- 
beater market. 


Otis Garland, a vice president 
of Kalimar and a bemused ad- 
mirer of the Japanese in busi- 
ness, said, ‘Bob, tell about the 


Japanese inability to say ‘No.’” - 


“They refuse to say ‘No.,’” 
Lipsitz said, ‘‘and that can be 
disastrous. Supose you ask a 
Japanese manufacturer if he can 
have so many units on a boat 
within a month. He will say 
“Yes’ although he knows the or- 
der is impossible. He figures 
that you, too, being an intelli- 
gent man, know the order is im- 
possible and will accept ‘Yes’ for 
what it really means—‘No.’ ”’ 


Lipsitz nodded sympathetical- 
ly at my struggle to figure that 
out. 

“The proper way to ask a 
question,” he said, “is, ‘How 
many units can you have on a 
boat to the United States by the 
fifteenth of next month?’ He will 
tell you the exact number. They 
will be on the boat, too. But it 
took me four years to learn how 
to ask questions properly in 
Japan. 


“Japanese business ethics 
are excellent. But there are no 
secrets in Japanese business 


circles. Things that would be 


be a company’s  top-secrets 
here are published in daily 
business papers over there. 


“A friend — American — and I 
were talking business in my, 
hotel room on one of my early 
trips to Japan and my friend 
pointed to the wall and said, ‘See 
those? They look like air vents 
to you but they look like micro- 
phones to me. I'll tell you some- 
thing in secret in this room and 
by the time we get to the street 
the door-man will tell us about 
it.’

Lipsitz has timed himself about 
as follows: Six weeks of business- 
like rush from meetings to dis- 
cussions to factories to nights-out 
that settle down, American-style, 
to shop talk, and not an order or 
a decision forthcoming from the 
entire medley relay. Then, two 
hours before plane-time, a mob 
descends upon Lipsitz with or- 
d@rs and contracts in hand and 
every Japanese gentleman in the 
crowd knew all along he would be 
there at the American’s dead- 
line. 

The thing to do, then, is. to 
fake a departure, to shake loose 
the Japanese gentlemen early. 
Right? : 

“‘Wrong,”’ said Lipsitz. He tried 
that. In the United States, air- 
lines do not post reservations. 
But airlines do in Japan. And if 
there were not the airlines there 
would be some other give-away. 
The air-vents, probably. 

George Winslow, a seven-trip 
man to the Orient for Kalimar, 
recalled a virtue in the Japanese 
knowledge of what an American 
business man is up to, and where 
he is up to it.

IT WAS INTERESTING to read that New York City’s 
fair housing practices law was upheld on Friday by State 
Supreme Court Justice Steur. Suit had been brought on the 
ground that the Sharkey-Brown-Isaacs law was an injusti- 
fied interference with the complainant’s right to conduct his 
business. The Judge said: ‘‘The individual must yield to what 
legislative authority deems is for the common good.” This 
law prohibits discrimination because of race, religion or 
national origin in non-government aided housing.
